N ew O rleans, Sept. 24.—The local 
fever situation «lid not show' any im­ 
provement yesterday when results were 
summed up. 
There were fewer cases 
than were reported the day before, but 
there were four deaths and at least four 
of the patients were reported to be in a 
dangerous condition. 
So tintt while 
there is no reason to justify the state­ 
ment that there is danger of an epi­ 
demic here, conditions are multiplying 
to prove wlrnt most of the eminent 
doctors here have said—that 
yellow 
fever exists. 
The ninth new case re- 
i ported yesterday was that of Mrs. Les- 
i semes, who died during the afternoon. 
The woman hpd been sick for several 
days, but she had apparently no friends, 
or if she did they were afraid to go near 
her. It was only yesterday that a doctor 
was summoned, and when he went to 
the house he diagnosed the cast1 as yel­ 
low fever. 
The woman died of inatten­ 
tion as much as of the prevailing disease. 
Marie Dubos, who died yesterday, was 
a child nearly 8 S years old, living in 
Carrollton, where the disease has been 
«•specially prevalent. 
She was token on 
the 16th* and her cose was immediately 
diagnosed as yellow fever. 
The Other 
deaths were Secret» and Paul Toma, two 
Italians, and. as in other cases of Italians 
afflicted, a physician was only called in 
when there was no hope of saving their 
lives. 
Last night four case* at least were re­ 
ported to be in an extremely dangerous 
condition. 
The other cases, however, 
were reported as presenting favorable 
signs and then* was a marked improve­ 
ment in the St. Claude neighborhood. 
At a special n w u u g of thv vlly coun­ 
cil it was decided to put at once 125,000 
at the disposal of the l»oard of health. 
The state board of health issued the 
following last night: 
“ During the past 
24 hours there were: Cases of yellow 
fever, 0; under investigation, 4; deaths,

AND EXPLOSION. 


Whole Square of Btin)irl4(r, O., Burned. 
T w o Lives Lost. 
Bain bridge, O., Sept. 21.—This vil­ 
lage was the scene of one of the most 
disastrous conflagrations yesterday that 
ever occurred in this county. 
An en­ 
tire square of prominent business houses, 
handsome residences and tho Methodist 
church was entirely destroyed and two 
prominent business men lost their lives 
in an explosion in tin* drug store of W. 
Beardsley. 
The fire was started in a 
barn by two little boys who were play­ 
ing with matches. 
The flames spread 
rapidly and soon reached the drug store. 
W ith the limited means at hand for 
fighting the fire it passed all bounds and 
became unoeutrolable. 
A terrible ex­ 
plosion occurred in the drug store and 
Mr. Beardsley, who was inside endeavor­ 
ing to save some of his property, lost his 
life in the ruins. 
His brother-in-law, 
Thomas Higgins, who went to his res­ 
cue, was unable to get out and was 
burned to death, while several others 
were more or less injured hut none 
fatally.

Louise Luetgert met death in her hus­ 
band’s sausage factory on May 1, three 
witnesses testified that they saw the 
wouiau alive on May 3 and.4. 
One of 
these witnesses talked to her and be­ 
lieved from a description and a photo- 
graj h of Mrs. Luetgert that the woman 
he saw was Mrs. Luetgert. 
This w it­ 
ness was Matt J. Sholey, a barkeeper at 
the Hotel Maple, Kenosha, W is. 
He 
said he saw a strange woman at the Ho­ 
tel Maple on the evening of May 3. 
She 
asked to be directed to the farm of one 
Mueller, in the neighborhood, but as no 
one seemed to know of such a person, 
the woman left. 
The following day 
Sholey again saw the woman. 
He de­ 
scribed her general appearance, her 
clothing and identified a photograph of 
Mrs. Luetgert as the woman he saw. 
On cross-examination by State’s Attor­ 
ney Deneeu, Sholey at first fixed the 
weight of the woman at 130 or 140 
pounds, and then at 115 to 118 pounds, 
which was about Mr^. Luetgert's w< ight. 
This hesitation and correction was made 
much of by the prosecution. 
Policeman Henry Feldshaw of Ken­ 
osha, Wis., testified that he saw a 
strange woman in the police station of 
his town on May 3, and afterward saw 
the woman at the Hotel Maple and the 
following day at the railway station. 
He dew iibed the woman as a blonde 
and said she wore a sailor hat and slip­ 
pers. 
One of the-slippers she had worn 
was found in the police station after she 
had left.

The limit of improvenw ut is not 
found in producing fruits of great size, I 
beauty and sweetness, 
There are other 
desirable qualities that the horticultur­ 
ist is anxious to obtain, and toward 
this end ho is devoting his energies 
One of the m< >st noticeable trends of tne 
science of fruit culture is toward the 
elimination of undesirable organs. Hie 
thorns of some A Hie citrus fruit tree- 
and the prickles' of such small berry 
bushes as the gooseberry, blackberry 
and raspberry are protuberances thai 
have outlived their usefulness and arc 
highly unpleasant. They not only punc­ 
ture the ripening fruit-, but they often 
make harvesting exceedingly ineonven 
ient 
Gardeners have long wished tc 
do away with these thorns aud prickles, 
but it is only comparatively recently 
that systematic efforts have been made 
to eliminate them. 
The thorns are conspicuous organs of 
our cultivated plants that have ceased 
to bo of any value, for their original 
purpose of protecting the plants from 
animals has uo force today in the gar 
dens and fields. They should have been 
exterminated long ago. 
Through the 
careful selection of plants that happen 
to be thornless, stocks arc obtained for 
a new race of thornless plants.

lio buildings the law requires to be 
built, will be built. This is as it should 
be, and no une need be further de­ 
ceived on the subject 
The anti- removaliete have been bury 
in falsely represent« g to the people 
that the intention was, in ease remov­ 
al was succeessful, to 
piri up cheap 
or temporary buildings which would 
in the course of a few

praisement forever puts at rest and 
silences such false representations as 
that for the law requires th it the new 
court house and jail shah cast at least 
twenty-five per cent m jre, and be of 
that value, than the appraised value 
of the oid court house and jail.

The Lw sajs that the appraisers 
shall appraise the value of the court 
bouse and j lil aud sign certificates 
stating the cash value of each of said 
buildings.

diagnosed as yellow fever. 
The other 
deaths were Secret© and Paul Luna, two 
Italian'*, aud as in other eases of Italians 
afflicted, a physician was only called in 
w hen there was no hope of caving their 
lives.

It will be interesting to see 
in what 


particular articles the people who were 


trying to avoid paying the new duties 


under the Dingley law especially dealt. 


Take the matter of live animals for in­ 


stance. 
The value of the live animals 


imported in the month of -Iuly, 189 


amounted to $353,OW,OOO while in July, 


1896, they amounted to only $ 1.3,000,000. 


The cattle imported in July, 1*97, num 


bered 27,740, while in July, 1*96, they 


numbered only 3,071. 
7 his was the last 


chance of the importers to gouge the 


farmers by rushing in Mexican cattle 


at the low rates of the Wilson law, and 


by undervaluing them, bringing them 


in almost free of duty. 
The number 


of sheep imported in July, 1897, wa? 


39,7>4 against 4,078 in July of the pre 


ceding year. 
The importation of raw 


cotton duriog July, 1899, amounted to 


6,595,908 pounds, against 1,764,100 in 


July of the preceding year, this being 


due doubtless to the expectation that 


the duty on cotton which was placed in 


the bill by the senate would be retained 


by the conference committee.

crease in cotton cloths was also strongly 


marked, though not as great as in raw
